VICTORIA, (B. C. Nov. 20.—The 
steamer Empress of China arrived today 
bringing Yokohama advices to November 
9. Some excitement has been created in 
Yokohama by the detention of the Oriental 
and Occidental steamer Gaelic on her out- 
ward voyage to Hongkong in order that 
a search for contraband goods might be 


made by the Japanese authorities. 


On the evening of November 4 two tor- 
pedo-boats took positions on either side 
cf the Gaelic and were presently followed 
by a guardship containing a detachment 
of marines. A group of. custom-house of- 
ficers went aboard and asked permission 
to examine the cargo, explaining that they 
had received information that contraband 
wares had been shipped to San Francisco. 
Captain Hearne protested against the 
search but otherwise offered no opposition. 
The proceedings were conducted with per- 
fect courtesy on both sides. After a par- 
tial inspection the business was postponed 
| for the night but was resumed next day, 
en the ship was allowed to go on her 
way. According to general report two of 
the passengers were known to be naval 
experts and the possessors of some secret 
engine of destruction which was believed 
to be hidden in their baggage. Nothing 
liable to seizure was found, however. 

During the greater part of November 5 
the subject was under discussion by How- 
ard, the steamship agent and the British 
Minister and Consul. It. was understood 
that no dissatisfaction was-caused by the 
action of the authorities, who asserted that 
it was of vital importance that they guard 
‘against the partieular danger involved in 
this case. While the examination at Yo- 
kohama was drawing to a close intelli- 
gence was received that the suspected 


travelers had transferred themselves or 


their belongings to the French mail 
steamer Sydney, and were on the way to 
Shanghai by way of Kobe. 

In obedience to telegrams sent to the 
latter port, permission to search the ship 
was obtained from the French Consul and 
the discovery was soon made that a passen- 
ger calling himself John Brown, and claim- 
ing to be an American was bound for 
China under contract with the authoritics 
of the empire to destroy the Japanese navy 
within eig®t weeks from time of his ar- 
rival. He professes to have discovered an 
explosive of tremendous power, which he 
declared he had first offered to the Japa- 
nese, but as his proposal was contemptu- 
ously refused he turned to the other bel- 
ligerent and sought employment from the 
Chinese legation at Washington. 

Receiving sufficient encouragement for 
his purposes he started at once for the 
east accompanied by an American assist- 
ant, registered as George Howie, and a 
Chinese interpreter furnished him by the 
legation. How the Japanese were warned 
of this transaction has not been discov- 
ered, but their apprehensions were awak- 
ened to such an extent that they deter- 
minted at all hazards to prevent further 
progress of the party. The arrested men 
are under close guardianship in Kobe. 

It is understood that the French Minister 
in Tokio protests earnestly against the 
action of the Japanese in this case, and 
that he has telegraphed home for special 
instructions. Japan will contend, in de- 
fense, that the persons detained had en- 
tered into an agreement with the Chinese 
government officials by which they under- 
took to conduct hostile operations of great 
magnitude and importance against both 
the Japanese navy and mercantile marine, 
and as French representatives here sta- 
tioned were not authorized to interrupt 
them in their journey to the seat of war, 
it became necessary as a measure of self- 
protection to have recourse to belligerent 
rights. Japan will claim that a seizure of 
this description, namely of individuals in 
actual service of an enemy, proceeding 
on neutral vessel to that enemy’s ‘coun- 
try, is justified by recognized principles of 
international law. 

The ship itself was seized because the 
captain was believed to be ignorant of the 
character of the individuals arrested. There 
is no question that the parties arrested 


} ere in the service of China. They bore 


letters to Li Hung Chang from the Envoy 
at Washington, and also a formal contract 
promising to pay $1,000,000 for the ‘destruc- 
tion of the Japanese navy and a specified 
sum for every merchant ship destroyed.

Some doubts are entertained as to the 
nationality of Brown and Howie. They 
declare themselves English by birth, but 
American by naturalization, one or both 
serving recently in the Brazilian navy. 
Much attention is given by the Japanese 
press to the subject of a foreign loan 
and the question as to its expediency is 
earnestly debated in financial circles. The 
government is, at present, strongly opposed 
to the idea of borrowing from abroad, and 
its policy of independence is supported 
by the leading newspapers and by the 
most important financial institution in the 
empire, namely, the Bank of Japan. The 
manufacturing class also believes in relying 
upon domestic resources for the requi- 
site supplies.

The official report of the great earth- 
quake of October 22, in the north of Japan, 
shows that 2155 houses were overthrown, 
2006 were burned, 482 persons killed and 
661 injured. The damage to property 
is estimated at over 10,000,000 yen. 

The Japanese army in Manchuria con- 
tinues its march of invasion with scarcely 
a show of opposition on the part of the 
Chinese,-Chiu-Lien having been taken on 
October 28. The advance was resumed on 
the following day toward Hwong-Hwong 
(sometimes written Feng-Hwong), about 
thirty-five miles distant, on the road to 
Moukden. This city was again entered 
October 31. and, as usual, without the ne- 
cessity of heavy fighting. The garrison fled 
in disorder, the majority shaping their 
course for Moukden. A considerable num- 
ber followed the road to Hai-Chien and 
New-Chwang and turning southward to- 
ward Tai-Kosan, at which place they may 
have landed from transports quite recently. 
It is stated that before running away, the 
Chinese generals ordered that Hwong- 
Hwong be burned, but these arrangements 
were not sufficiently effectual to secure the 
destruction of the 20,000 houses which the 
place contained. 

Gen. Yamagata’s reports say nothing on 
this subject, but with regard to the. cap- 
ture of arms and ammunition, he is ex- 
plicit. Since the opening of the Man- 
churia campaign he has taken 55 field can- 


1500 rifles with 2,500,000 cartridges. The 
total number of field pieces lost by the 
Chinese between the end of July and the 
end of October is 105. Gen. Yamagata has 
lost no time in announcing to the inhab- 
itants of the newly-occupied territory that 
they have nothing to fear from the Japa- 
nese if they pursue their occupations peace- 
fully and abstain from interference with 
the movements of the soldiers. Notifica- 
tions to this effect have been displayed all 
along the line of march, and appear to 
have been accepted with confidence and 
satisfaction. Most of those who forsook 
their homes in apprehension of harsh 
treatment, returned as soon as they learned

Deeming it advisable to secure the good 
will of the populace Yamagata has remitted. 
all taxes for the remainder of the year, 
and has established a temporary form of 
civil government under the control of a 
secretary from the legation at Seoul, who 
is to hear all complaints and consider 
them justly.

ing Korea. 

No. 2 is from Mubsu, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Japan. It very pointedly 
states: In reply, I beg to declare that, 
although the words ‘tributary State’ ap- 
pear in your note, the Japanese government 
lias never recognized Korea as a tributary 
State to China.“ 

No. 3 is a notice from the Japanese 
government that it intends sending troops 
to Korea to suppress the rebellion.

RUBINSTEIN DEAD. 


The Celebrated Compouer and Pianist 
Passes Away. 

ST. PETERSBURG, NW. 20.—(By At- 

atic Cable.) Anton Rubinstein, the cele- 
rated Russian pianist ard composer, died 
of heart disease at Peterhof today. 

Rubenstein was born at Weichwotinetz, 
on the frontier of Roumania, November 30, 
1830. As a child he was taken to Moscow 
and studied the piano under Alexis Villo- 
ing. His first appearance iv public was made 
when he was only 8 years of age. At 10 
years of age Rubenstein went with his 
teacher to Paris, where he remained for 
two 8 performunces at several 
concerts ing tor him the advice and 
encouragement of Liszt.

THAT CORPSE 


Story of the Life insurance 
Swindle. 


Holmes and Mrs. Pitzel are Now in 
Custody of the Officers 
i at Philadelphia.. 


The Arch-conspirator Tells How He 
Worked His Scheme to Get the 
Fidelity Company’s Ten 
Thousand Dollars.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—Arch-con- 
spirator H. H. Holmes, accompanied by 


Mrs, Pitzel and a pretty woman who calls 
herself Mrs. Holmes, arrived in this city 
today in the custody of Detective Craw- 
ford and Special Agent Perry of the Fidel- 
ity Mutual Life Association. Mrs. Pitzel’s 
sixteen-year-old daughter, Meda, and her 
one-year-old boy were also with the party. 

Mrs. Holmes disappeared soon after her 
arrival, and no clew to her whereabouts 
could be obtained. It is thought she is 
stopping at a hotel in the neighborhood of 
police headquarters. : 

After the arrival the party was closeted 
with Superintendent of Police Landen un- 
til late in the afternoon. When the con- 
ference was over Detective Crawford de- 
tailed the story of the trip, the most im- 
B feature of which was the relation 

Holmes of the story of his whole life. 
It reads like the most sensational of ro- 
mances. Holmes sat beside the detective 
with handouffs on. The train had scarcely 
emerged from the Boston depot before the 
prisoner tried to bribe his captor. He 
offered the detective $500 if he would allow 
him to escape. He said he had frequently 
hypnotized persons, having acquired the art 
from a college professor in the West. He 
said he could get the money from his wife 
ahd Mrs. Pitzel. When he saw his words 
had no effect he entered into general con- 
versation and told thé story of his life. 

He said he was raised in Burlington, 
Vt., and so well educated in the schools 
there that at 15 he was a teacher. For 
some time afterwards he went to college 
there and later in Detroit, Mich. Here 
he formed the acquaintance of a medical 
student who, he said, furnished the body 
in New York in the present case. He re- 
fused to divulge his name. During vaca- 
tions they worked on farms to raise their 
college expenses, but one summer they 
found themselves without means and then 
the medical man suggested the idea of 
getting a body and beating the insurance 
company. This was twelve years . 
The doctor got his life insured for $12,000. 
They obtained a body in Chicago, took it 
east, arranged the details of identification 
and successfully got the money with which 
they continued their studies. He re 
to name the company thus swindled. ey 
worked the scheme afterwards with suc- 
cess, obtaining sums ranging from. $10,000 
to $20,000. 

Once Holmes got his life insured for 
$20,000. He went to a hotel in Rhode 
Island. At that time he wore a beard. 
He secured a corpse in Chicago, cut off 
the head and took the body to a lonely 
spot not far from the hotel. Then he 
shaved off his beard, returned to the hotel, 
asked for Holmes and engaged a room 
to wait for him. He had brought the 
head with him and burned it beyond rec- 
ognition in the fireplace of the hotel. 
This scheme, however, fell through, the 
mother of-his wife when she discovered 
the scheme threatening to tell the police, 
and Holmes fled to the West. 

Resuming his story, he said that while 
living in Chicago, about eighteen months 
ago, he fell in with a typewriter girl and 
furnished a house on thé outekirts, where 
they ved together. A younger sister 
came to visit them, and the woman grew 
so jealous of her that, in a quarrel one 
day, she struck her over the héad with 
a stool and killed her. To save the woman 
with wham he lived, Holmes said he put 
the body in a trunk, loaded with stones, 
and.eunk it in the lake. 

The girl had property in Texas, and he 
and Pitzel took it off her hands and sent 
her abroad. It was worth, he said, $40,000, 
and, after getting it in their hands, they 
went through Texas buying carloads of 
honses on notes on this property, but as 
they never had a legal title to the prop- 
erty, the notes were worthiess, and it 
is for this affair that they are wanted 
in Fort Worth. To save this property, 
Holmes said he and Pitze? formed the 
scheme of swindling the Fidelity Com- 
pany. He told the detective that for the 
crimes he committed he deserved to be 
hanged a dozen times. 

Holmes ia not lacking for money, as he 
himself admitted that at the present time 
ng nearly two dozen per- 


er and an imbecile brother, two or- 
phans in Chicago, who live in one of his 
properties; ee separate, alleged wives 
and their children, and his own mother 
and father in Kankakee. He would not 
give the names of the women. He firmly 
maintained: that Pitze? is afive and in 
San Salvadcr, and that he will hear from 
him through the personal column of a cer- 
tain newepaper. . 

Mr. Perry said that as a result of the 
interview it had been decided to arrest a 
number of other persons whose names were 
not to be given out. 

Perry related in detail the story of 
Holmes’s arrest in Boston, and the manner 
in which Mrs. Pitzel was decoyed from 
Burlington. He said that in the secret 
conference today nothing had been said 
that would in thé slightest degree refute 
his original theory that Pitzel had been 
murdered. When in the West he saw the 
parents of Mrs. Pitzel and they told him 
that their daughter had complained of the 
exorbitant fee charged by the St. Louis 
lawyer, $2500. In corroboration of his mur- 
der theory Perry said that he had from 
Mrs. Pitzel an exact description of her 
husband, agreeing in every respect with 
that of the corpse found in the Callowhbill- 
street house, Mrs. Pitzel, he continued, 
was ‘perfectly innocent of any complicity 
in the whole affair. She told Perry last 
night that she had received only $6000 in 
cash. She said Holmes had taken 35000 
of thé money and put it in a speculation in 
Fort Worth, in which Pitzel was also in- 
terested. Holmes told Perry that this was 
true 


In Texas Perry said Holmes operated un- 
der the name of H. H. Pratt. He added 
that before Perry, Pitzel and B. T. Ly- 
man are one and the same man. 


AN ALLEGED CONFESSION AT BOS- 
TON. 


BOSTON, Nov. 20.—Mrs. Carrie Pitzel, 
it is claimed, has made a full confession 
of the alleged insurance swindle, it is 
stated that she has implicated Holmes, at 
whose suggestion, it is claimed, she went 
to Burlington, Vt. 

She stated that Holmes substituted the 
alleged bogus body for that of her husband 
and collected the insurance, but she was 
kept im ignorance of the whereabouts of 
her husband who disappeared at once, 
Since. the affair she has been roaming 
about from place to place, prompted by 
Holmes, in search of her husband and it 
was through the hope that she would be 
sent to him that she answered the tele- 
grams of the detectives. Now fears 
that the body for which the insurance was 
paid was not a bogus one, but that of her 
husband. Mrs. Pitzel also fears that her 
daughter, Alice, who was the only one be- 
sides Holmes to identify the body, has 
been spirited away as she has completely 
disappeared and Holmes is the last one 
known to have seen ter 

Holmes asserted that he left Alice and 
two other Pitzel children at their father’s 
home in Detroit 4 month ago and since 
then has heard nothing from him. Holmes 
further stated today ‘that when he came 
to Boston on Tuesday last he intended to 
take passage for Berlin, but changed his 
mind and before he-could perfect other 
plans the detectives had him,

NEW ‘YORK’S CHAMBER OF 
MERCE REJOIGES. 


Result of the Recent Election Fills 
the Members with Pleasure— 
Letters from the President 
and Dr. Parkhurst.

NBW YORK, Nov. 20.—The one hun- 
dred and twenty-sixth dinner of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of New York was given 
tonight at Delmonico’s. These banquets 
have usually been devoted to the discus- 
sion of trade and commerce. but the 
theme of the speakers upon the presént 
occasion was “Good Government.“ There 
‘was general rejoicing on the part of the 
speakers because of the recent election in 
New York. 

At the president’s table, in addition to 
Alexander E. Orr, the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who presided 
James H. Dekels, Controller of the Cur- 
rency; James T. Etranahan, William H. 
Webb, Samuel D. Babcock. Maj.-Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, Rev. Dr. Storrs of Brook- 
lyn, William L. Strong, mayor-elect of 
New York, Charles 8. Smith, Prince Rus- 
poli, Mayor of Rome, Italy; Rear Admiral 
Erben, Murat Halstead and Horace White. 
Among others present were: Senator Cal- 
vin 8. Brice, Hen W. Cannon, - Gen. 
Horace Porter, John Claflin. Samuel 
Thomas, ex-Secretary Fairchild. Gen. An- 
son G. MoOook, George J. Gould; William 
Bookfield, Congressmen Strauss and Miller, 
John S. Crimmins and others. The n- 
ing address was made by the president of 
the chamber, Alexander D. Orr. who dwelt, 
upon national questions. 

A letter of regret was read from Presi- 
dent Cleveland in which he says: It 
would give me great pleasure to accept 
this courteous invitation if it were pos- 
sible for me to do so, but the demands 
upon my time cre stich, that 1 feel 
obliged to decline. I am none the less 
indebted, however, for. the thoughtfulness 
2 regard of which this favor is an evi- 

ence.”’ 

Dr. Parkhurst, who was expected to 
speak, wrote that illness prevented his at- 
tendance. His letter was in part as fol- 
lows: It was in response to a demand 
emanating from the Chamber of Commerce 
that there was sent from Albany the com- 
mittee that has made possible the victory 
of November 6.“ : 

New York city has now its destiny in 
her own hands. God and the right have 
made her superbly victorious. It remains 
now to avail of victory in the same broad 
and thorough spirit of uncompromise in 
which the victory was won. Half meas- 
ures and half men are an insult to the oc- 
casion.”’ 

A number of responses to the toasts 
were made. In response to the toast, Our 
New Country,” Mr. Halstead made an 
eloquent reference to the westward prog- 
ress of civilization. ‘This,’ he said, 18 
more than a new country. It is a new 
world. Once we were an isolated nation, 
but now we touch elbows with all the 


races of mankind, and all the continents 


and islands are a ‘federation. The news- 
papers are the parliament of man.” Hal- 
stead concluded with a strong tribute to 
the mighty city of. New York.

President Guggenheim Discusses the 


Denver Conference.

The price 
of our silver smekers, despite the fact 
that we control che world’s market for 
this commodity, is made in London. The 
committee appointed to investigate the 
advisability o> arranging all through the 
Central Cominittee in New York, 
siste of Guy C. Barton, A. R. 
and mysei. The cbhject in bringing about 
the sale of silver in thie manner is to 
eliminate the speculation on the allver 
which ts now carried on by brokers deail- 
ing in this commodity. In this way we 
hope to keep the price stable and be 
able at all times to tell just where we

“Another thing we hope to do is to mar- 
ket our own product. The big buyers of 
silver are now India, China’ and J 
They buy our @lver through London. ere 
mo good reason why ‘this should be 
done. We could sell to them direct.”

WHEELING W. Va.,) Nov. 20.—The 
most appalling mine disaster that ever oc- 
curre? in this section of the State o- 
ourred „ shortly after noon, at the 
Blanche mines, on the Panhandle 
rabiroad, at Collier’s station. 

A new miner, an Italian, put.in an 
overcharge Mast, which ignited the coal- 
dust in the mine, and a fearful explosion 
followed, carrying death and destruction 
in its path. There were forty-eight men 
in the mine at the time, and the follaw- 
ing are known to be dead:

After the explosion there was a terrific 
whirlwind in the mine, carrying everything 
before it. Donnelly and Rooney were in 
the mine, some distance away, and going 
toward the mouth. The force of the ex- 
plosion drove them nearly a hundred 
yards out of the mouth of the mine and 
landed Rooney on the car track; killing 
him instantly, while Donnelly landed in a 
gulley, striking his head against a post. 
His brains were dashed out and scattered 
for yards around. His wife was the first 
to find him. She is prostrated by the 
shock. There ia little hope that she will 
recover. : 

The news of the disaster quickly spread 
and in a few moments people were crowded 
about the mine. Many  heartrending 
scenes ‘were enacted. The wives and chil- 
dren of the miners were frantic. In @ 
short time a rescuing party was or- 
ganized and went into the mine after the 
bodies. nm the bodies were brought to 
the surface many women swooned at the 
sight. Prosecuting Attorney Colton and 

er Watkins of Wellsburg were soon 
on e ground and took charge of the 
Dbodies and will conduct a rigid investi- 
gation. This is the second accident cf the 
kind which has occurred at this mine. 
Just two years ago a similar exploson 
occurred in which three were killed and 
several injured. The State Mine In- 
spector will be here tomorrow to take 
part in the investigation. 

There were miraculous escapes when 
the explosion ocurred. William Davis was 
in the entry, 150 feet from the entrance 
and when he heard the explosion he lay 
down near the rib of the mine and the 
whirlwind, carrying rocks, fire and death, 
passed over him.

STROMBOLI AT WORK. 


The Sicilian Quakes Evidently of 
Volcanic Origin. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ROME, Nov. 20.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The earthquake shocks continue at Milezzo, 
on the north coast of the Island of Sicily, 
and the fact that the volcano of Stromboli 
is nearly in a state of eruption is accepted 
as proof that the disturbances are of vol- 
canic origin. The inhabitants of Milszzo 
continue in a state of terror. 

Reports from the province of Reggio de 
Celebra state that 200 corpses have been 
extricated from the ruins of houses at 
Procopio. Forty-eight bodies were found 
beneath the ruins of a church, The num- 
ber of persons injured is said to be enor- 
mous. It is estimated that the damage done 
to buildings at Palmi, not counting the 
loss incurred in contents destroyed, will 
amount to 2,000,000 lire. Fifteen buildings 
collapsed entirely, and 300 others are irre-

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 20.—The Call- 
fornia © Fruit-growers’ convention was 
called to order in the Assembly chamber 
pf the Capitol this afternoon. About 150 
delegates were in attendance. Mayor 
Steinman and L. W. Buck presided. R. D. 
Stephens and B. J. Shields were chosen 
vice-presidents and ward F. Smith, sec- 


retary. .Chairman Buck introduced -Gov. 
Markham, who delivered an address of 
welcome. 


Gov. Markham predictéd a bright horti- 
cultural future for California. He said 
that the soil could not be prevented from 
producing the best fruit on the face of 
the globe. People might come to the 
State from the East, expecting to get 
rich in raising fruit while they sit in 
their parlors all day and smoke ten-cent 
tigars and meet with disappointment... On 
the other hand, the man who gives in- 
dustrious attention to his crops is sure 
to be eventually successful. Gov. Mark- 
ham said that California growers had 
learned one lesson, and that they weré no 
longer shipping unripe and uneatable 
oranges to the Hastern market. 

H. W. Binstock, who welcomed the dele- 


gates on behalf of the people of Sacra- 


mento, referred to the fact that when the 
convention last met here in 1886 Cal 
fornia was then shipping aWay but 4000 
carloads annually of green, dried and 
citrus fruits. Now the output is 20,000 
carloads annually. He predicted that he 
would see the year when 50,000 carloads 
would be shipped. 

Chairman Buck in an address read from 
showing 
the wonderful increase of the horticul- 
tural industry since 1871, when the fruit- 
growing industry began to be of impor- 
tance. He quoted a prediction made by 


C. W. Reed of Sacramento in that year. 


Reed had prophesied that he would live to 
gee annual shipments of 1000 carloads of 
fruit from California. The speaker re- 
ferred to the co-operation of the fruit- 
growers. He said that it had already been 
tried with good results, and he believed 
that a syfidicate representing the whole of 
the fruit crop would be able to get better 
terms and better treatment from trans- 
portation companies then individual 
growers. Buck closed with kindly refer- 
ence to the State Board of Horticulture, 
referring particularly to its work in 
stamping out the black scale and other 


Fruit pests. 


This afternoon’s attendance at the con- 
vention of fruit-growers was augmented 
considerably by late arrivals and there 
were in the neighborhood of three hun- 
dred persons present. The chair an-

While those who speak of the mat- 
ter express nothing but sympathy for the 
unfortunate people who, by accident or de- 
formity, are unable to earn a livelihood by 
ordinary vocations, yet it is argued that 
the county provides a place for them, and 
they should go to it rather than stay on the 
sidewalks as they do. 


Another argument advanced against their 
Deng An the street as they are is that 
th have been a number of cases of 
wicked imposition. In one case, where an 
alleged blind man sat in the street with 
covers hanging over his eyes, a detective 
lifted the covers. The man could see as 
well as any one, and ran like a deer.

The improved thoroughfares of Los 
Angeles are a feature of the city in 
Which every citizen may justly take 


pride. Even our graveled streets, when 


properly constructed and cared for, are 
as hard and smooth, almost as a&Sphalt, 
If kept well sprinkled, these graveled 
streets should last for many years, 
with comparatively little expense for 
repairs.

Reference is made to the res- 
toration of the surface of streets after 
they have been torn up for the laying 
of sewers, water pipes, gas pipes, 
gewer connections, etc. Some of our 
finest thoroughfares, for the improve- 
ment of which property-owners have 
paid large sums of money, have been 


* “betfously impaired: by reason of the 


enreless manner in which work of this 


kind has been performed. It is not a 
difficult matter, when a sewer is laid 
or when the street is torn up for any 
purpose, to restore it to as good con- 
dition as it was in before the work 
was begun. Every contractor should 
be held to the strictest accountability 
in this regard. No piece of-work shouid 
be accepted by the city until it has 
been carefully inspected and all de- 
fects remedied. Every street torn up, 
for whatsoever purpose, should be re- 
stored to as good condition as it was 
in when operations were begun. It is 
the business of the Street Superintend- 
ent to see that this work is done 


properly before its acceptance by th 


= city. — 
As above stated, some of the finest

streets in the city have been and 
are being seriously injured by 
-carelessness in this matter. It is 
a wrong to the property-owners 
on such streets, to the public 
at large, for whose use the streets are 
laid out and maintained, and it is, be- 


sides, an injury and a detriment to the

terest of every citizen that our streets 
should be kept inas smooth and pass- 
able condition as possible, not only 
for the comfort and convenience of 
those who use them, but for esthetic 
reasons as well. For the good name 
of the city, and in justice to all, this 
matter should receive closer attention 
than it has heretofore received. 


A FRENCHMAN ON AMERICAN 
PROHIBITION. 


One of the things which residents of 
continental Europe find most difficult 
to understand in the United: States is 
the movement for a total abolition of 
the consumption of alcoholic beverages, 
as it exists here. In the courge of an 
article in the North American Review 
for November, Max O’Rell has the fol- 
lowing to say on this subject. 

“France is a country where temper- 
ance is properly understood, where man 
uses and enjoys the divine gift of wine 
with which a fertile soil has supplied 
him, and he is not ashamed to own it. 
He uses and enjoys it, as becomes a 
man, moderately. Temperance means 
moderation, and has never meant total 
“abstinence. When a Frenchman takes 

is glass of wine, he does so coram. 
populo. When the Parisian takes his 
absinthe (few Frenchmen outside of 
Paris do take it) he does not hide him- 
self. He takes it on a table outside 
the cafe, and as much asI deplore the 
increasing consumption of this bever- 
age, I have never seen a Frenchman 
take it until he gets tipsy. In the Brit- 
ish colonies, at the hotels, you will see 

ke tea or water with their 
eals. That is what they @o in the 
*presence of their fellow tres; but 
they spend the evening at the bar, 
quietly, sadly imbibing whisky till 
they are unable to get to their bed- 
rooms unaided. In the prohibition 
States of America, I have seen men 
drink liquor, like castor oil, out of 
a little graduated glass, in the drug 
stores. Everybody in America knows 
that this is so. Once a day, after lec- 
turing, I take a little stimuignt, “a 
Klass of hot grog. In the prohſbition 
States 1 had to take it behind the 
counter of a chemist, or down in the 
cellar of the hotel. 

“It seems to me that the sly obtain- 
ing and drinking of spirits in this fash- 
jon is likely todo as much harm to a 
young man’s moral character as ever 
the dram itself could do to his body.” 
That there is a considerable element 
of truth in these remarks must be ad- 
mitted by anyone who has studied the 
condition that prevails in a city or 
State where a.prohibition law exists. 


In the light of past experience, we 


can, however, scarcely hope that any 
amount of such testimony will cause 
the professional prohibitionist to take 
& common-sense and practical view of 
the question, or to cease striving after 
the unattainable and unite with other 
good citizens who prefer to regulate 
a habit which cannot be abolished, 
‘rather than drive it into dark a 

illicit channels.

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OUT HER COURSE. 


The Wreck of the Crown of 
“England. | 


The Official Inquiry into the Cause 
of the Loss of the English 
Steamer. 


— 


— Current Made the Dis- 
hd Testimony of the Of- 
fleers—No One at 

Fault.

The court of inquiry to investigate the 
clroumstahees attending the loss of the 
English steamer, Crown of England, con- 
vened at the Hotel Arcadia, Santa Monica, 
at 10:30 Oelen Tuesday morning, pur- 
suant to notice by Vice- Consul C. White 
Mortimer of Los Angeles. 

During the day's proceedings nothing 
was developed, either new or sensational. 
Separately che witnesses told what they 
knew of the wreck, and it proved a sin- 
gle tale oft retold. The court, as organ- 
ized, consisted of Vice-Consu Mortimer, 
F. A. Blake and H. A. Ferguson of Los 
Angeles. 

Upon assembling, the official documents 
convening the court were read, and Capt. 
John Hamilton was called as the first 
witness, His testimony was to the fol- 


lowing effect: 

“On Tuesday, November 6, we left Gan 
Diego, at 6 o’olock am., in charge of a 
pilot. The weather was very foggy. The 
steamer made very bad courses to the 
whistling duo, taking the wrong side 
of the channel twice while in charge of thé 
pilot. I id to the pilot that I feared 
It, ut dy glow progress he got outside, 
and the plot left the boat at 7:15 o’olock. 

“I then set the course to pass five miles 
outside Point Firmin, N. 53 deg., 
W. By chart this. was shown 
to be the usual and direct course, safely 
outside. all obstructions. 

“The weather was gloomy and foggy all 
this time. At noon the log registered 
thirty-seven miles from the San Diego bell 
buoy, and Was reset, the steamer’s posi- 
tion at that time being, by account, 33 
deg. 1 min. N., 117 deg. 40 min. W. At 4 

the log showed thirty-nine miles; 
6 p.m., fifty-six and one-fourth miles. 
Having sighted no land, I then determined 
to go outside the islands, and altered the 
course to 6. 85 deg,. W., the weather still 
being foggy. At 8 p.m. the log registered 
seventy-five miles traveled since noon; at 
11:46, we Were going at half speed, the 
weather still foggy. 
Wednesday, November 7, at 2 a.m., the 
steamer struck at the southeast point of 
Santa Rosa Island. If the log had made 
an acourate register, the boat should have 
been thirteen miles from the point upon 
which he struck. Allowing the 10 per 
cent. variation of the log, the boat should 
have been nearly twenty miles from the 
point. I tad no reason to presume that 
the log was out of , or more incor- 
rect than usual. 

“It is impossible to account for the dis- 
crepancy, the wind was light. Only an 
unknown current can account for the i- 
tiom of the boat so far north of her sup- 
posed course. I have no knowledge of any 
such cause. I have made five or six trips 
before this up- the coast, always keeping 
inside the islands, and never before en- 
countering adverse currents. Have made 
trips suecessfully in foggy weather by dead 
reckoning, a in this case. The 10 per 
cent. tion has always covered the 
points. The log used was with the ship, 
when I took it.” I went down on the same 
trip with the log by dead reckoning, and 


less the 10 cent. it put me in posi- 
tion accura I knew at once where I 
was when ship struck. 


We were carrying only water ballast, 
as usual; draft eight feet forward; thir- 
teen feet aft. The ship was of steel, and 
I was familiar with all the disturbing 
forces on the compass. I had swung the 
ship on several occasions, the last being 
just before entering San Diego Harbor, 
and I found no deviations as registered. 
We carried no sail; there was not sufficient 
wind. There could be no heeling error; 
she ran on an even beam. 

“In a fog I never leave the bridge for 
any length of time. The course was 
run as I set it. The crew was a remarka- 
bly sober one. At the time the man sang 
out ‘breakers’ I was in the chartroom 
looking at the charts. I had only time to 
run up four steps before she struck. I 
had no fear of striking anything after 
passing Santa Barbara. To have gone 
further outside would bave been bad sea- 
manship for loss of distance. It would 
have involved an extra distance of 130 
miles and the chance of dangerous banks. 
I would have been safer inside the islands 
if I could have sighted land for an obser- 
vation. Had seen no land after leaving 
San Diego. The fog was intense for hours 
after we struck. We struck the island 
itself. Fearing that the ship might sink 
if she came off the rocks I sent a man 
ashore, a swimmer, with a line. The fog 
was so dense that it was three hours be- 
fore he could see that he was on an island 
and not on a lone rock. 

My firm conviction is that I was car- 
ried to the north by an unknown current. 
Permanent currents are shown on the | 
charts, but temporary currents are not. 
We sounded the whistle continuously, but 
got no echo, betokening land near. At 
eighty revolutions per minute we would 
run eleven knots an hour. At the time 
of the accident we were making thirty- 
eight revolutions, and had been running at 
that rate since 11:45 p.m. The chart shows 
no current. We went to seaward instead 
of straight ahead when the vessel changed 
her course on account of the wider chan- 
nel outside, having been unable to take 
observations to warrant taking the inner 


course.“ 
Capt. A. Smith of San Pedro was next 
called. His testimony was as to the flow 
of erratic currents’ along this coast. He 
ot hereabouts fon 
‘on this coast for 
twenty-seven years. .Shipmen know of 
these currents, but not as to their time, 
place or direction, Usually a strong cur 
rent runs from east to west along Catalina, 
but a few weeks since he encountered 
the same running strong in the 
direction. Witness thought the own 
must have encountered a strong north- 
erly curent which, sucking through the 
Santa Barbara channel, must have pulled 
the steamer out of her course, The wreck, 
in his opinion, was éntirely due to this 
erratic current and might have happened 
to any 3 A fog never stops the 
steamboat. witness would have taken 
the same course under similar circum- 
stances. 
John P. Poole, first mate, was the next 
witness. All the witnesses had been ex- 
cluded from the room when the testimony 
began, but the testimony of the mate cor- 
roborated that of the captain in all points, 
to the time the boat struck. The witness 
was then asleep, but rushed immediately 
on deck. A heavy sea washed a boat 
away, after she struck. The wind was 
light. Immediately when the boat struck 
the engines were reversed full speed, but 
could not pull the skip off, and soon the 
fires were extinguished by incoming water. 
Witness believed the wreck due to a strong, 
‘unknown current. . 
At this point an adjournment was taken 
to 2 o’clock p.m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On the reassembling of the court at 2 


the Crown, was called. His testimony was 
corroborative as to fog, Course and ab- 
sence of land. Witness came on deck at 
12 midnight, Tuesday, before which the 
speed had been reduced by half. His or- 
ders were to keep a lookout, blow the 
whistle, which was done every two min- 
utes, and to listen for an No echo 
was heard. “As soon as the man on the 
lookout called out breskers!“ said the 
officer, ‘‘which was the first intimation we 
had of land, I put the telegraph to reverse

The crew behaved excellently. The boat

captain at 2 o’clock, to examine the log, 
and I was about to do this when she 
struck. I was not anticipating danger. I 
am familiar with logs like the one in use. 
I cleaned this just before leaving 

Diego, and believed it to have been in 
While relieving the first 
officer at time Tuesday I heard a whis- 
tle. I showed the speed and sent for the 
captain. Except for this we ran at full 
speed from San Diego until about midnight, 
when we slowed to half speed.” 

On examination by daylight it was found 
that the rocks had come through the boat's 
bottom on the starboard side. Since she 
struck she has been washed well ashore. 
The only theory I can form for the loss of 
the boat is a strong northerly current.” 

Witness believed the loss of the ship to 
be no fault of the captain, who is a sober 
man—as far as witness knows, a teetotaler. 

Robert Mehaffey, first engineer, could 
tell nothing of the course except that the 
boat was in a dense fog. The third en- 
gineer was. in charge when the boat 
grounded. Witness was in charge at 11:45 
p. m., when an order was received to reduce 
to half speed. On his own motion witness 
says he had lowered speed slightly pre- 
vious to this hour. itnesa was asleep 
when the boat struck. The crew was 
sober and behaved well; could, see nothing 
at the time of the accident. Witness had 
been with the boat two years. The machin- 
ery was all in good order. 

John L. Clark, third engineer, on duty 
when the boat struck, said the boat was 
running at half speed at the time. Orders 
then came for full steam astern. He kept 
this up for half an hour. Water came into 
the engine m, but the engines were 
finally sto upon orders. He could not 
tell whether any movement was accom- 
plished by the reverse. He staid in the 
engine room an hour after the boat struck. 
The shock and order to reverse were al- 
most simultaneous. The testimony did not 
differ from what had gone before except 
that witness testified that the water had 
not quenched the fires up to the time 
orders came to stop the engines. 

Michael McLaughlin, able seaman, who 
was on duty when the vessel stranded, 
was at the wheel at the time. He was 
steering on orders. A heavy fog prevailed 
but only a little wind, from west or north- 
west. When thse boat struck witness 
obeyed orders and put the helm hard to 
starboard. The Crown was a good steer- 
ing vessel; Witness was certain the cap- 
tain was in no ways at fault in the prem- 


Emil Smith, able seaman, aleo on duty, 
was on the lookout at the time of the ac- 
cident. Orders were to keep strict watch, 
which witness did, but saw nothing until 
just as the beat struck. Witness had 
never seen so thick a fog. 

Other than this the testimony of the wit- 
ness brought out no new points, but cor- 
roborated, as had that of the others, al- 
most to the minutest detalii, the accoun 
given by Capt. Hamilton. 7 

This ended the examination of witnesses. 

Mr. Mortimer announced that he ex- 
pected a deposition from San Francisco 
concerning the currents prevailing along 
the coast, which would doubtless be on 
hand Wednesday morning, and conse- 
quently an adjournment was had until 11 
a.m., November 21.

OPIUM POISONING. 


Death of One of the Famous Mary- 
land Carrolls. 


Coroner Cates was called to Redondo 
yesterday morning to investigate a very 
curious and interesting case, which, upon 
examination, reveals the sad tale of a

rt ll, a native of Mary- 
land, aged 35 years, was fouhd to have 
died November 20 at 9 a.m. of opium 
poisoning, and it was also evident that 
liquor was largely responsible for his 
death. It was learned that the man came 
from Baltimore some time ago, and that 
his family is one of wealth and refinement, 
presumably, from his letters,a branch of 
the famous Carrollton Carrolls. He had 
contracted recently the fatal habit of eat-

Johnson, the four officers of the local 
branch of the American Railway Union, 
was submitted to the jury in the United 
States District Court yesterday morning 
at 11:45 o’clock that body had not arrived 
at a verdict when Judge Ross went home 
at 4:45 o’clock in the afternoon, and was 
ordered locked up for the night, the de- 
fendants meanwhile being remanded to 
the custody of the Marshal. 

At the close of the argument, the court 
read several instructions offered by the 
defense, and then charged the jury as 
follows: | 

“But, gentlemen of the jury, the de- 
fendants are not indicted for having quit 
work. The offense with which they are 
éharged is, in effect, that at the time and 
late thentioned in the indictment, they, 
Clune, Johnson, Ross and Stanwood, wil- 
fully, unlawfully, and feloniously combined 
and confederated together and with di- 
vers other persons to the grand jurors 
unknown, to obstruct and retard the pas- 
sage of the United States mails upon all 
regular trains of cars of the Southern 
Pacific Company within this judicial dis- 
trict, and that, acting in furtherance and 
pursuance of such conspiracy and agree- 
ment, they, Clune, Johnson, Ross and 
Stanwood did, at thé tine and place al- 
leged in the indictment, knowingly, wil- 
fully, unlawfully and feloniously obstruct 
and retard the passage of the mails of tho 
United States in and upon a certain train 
of tars belonging to and operated by the 
said Southern Pacific Company, which train 
of cars had theretofore been designated 
by thé Postmaster-General of the United 
States as one of the trains in and upon 
which the United States mails should be 
carried by the saild::ratiroad company. 

“The charge, you will observe, is that 
the defendants combined and confederated 
together and with other unknown persons 
to commit the acts alleged, and that, in 
pursuance of such conspiracy, they did 
commit the alleged acts. A conspiracy is 
an agreement or combination between two 
or more persons to effect an unlawful 
purpose. If you find that the alleged con- 
spiracy was formed and entered into by 
and between these defendants and other 
persons, or by ard between either of the 
defendants and other persons, then each 
and every act and declaration of either 
conspirator in the execution of the con- 
spiracy is, in law, the act and declaration 
of all of the conspirators. Whether or 
not the conspiracy existed may be estab- 
lished by circumstantial as well as by di- 
rect evidence. 

„It you find that the alleged conspiracy 
was formed, and that all of the defendants 
entered into it, and therefore committed 
the acts alleged in the indictment, with 
the intent therein alleged, then, and in 
that event, you should find each of the 
defendants guilty as ‘charged. If you find 
that the alleged conspiracy was formed, 
and that either of the defendants entered 
into it and thereafter committed the acts 
alleged in the indictment, with the intent 
therein alleged, then, and in that event, 
you should find the defendant 01 defend- 
ants so entering into such conspiracy and 
committing such acts, guilty as charged, 
and the other defendant or defendants 
not joining in such conspiracy or not com- 
mitting the alleged acts, not guilty. If 
you find that the alleged conspiracy was 
never entered into by either of the de- 
fendants, or that the alleged acts were 
never committed by either of them, the 
case of the government will, of course, 
fall to the ground, and your verdict should 
be not guilty as to either. 

“Congress has declared by statute that 
any person who shall knowingly and wil- 
fully obstruct and retard the passage of 
the mall is guilty of a crime, and shall be 
punished in a certain prescribed way. It 
is further provided by a statute of the 
United States that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral shall in all cases decide upon what 
trains and in what manner the mails shall 
be conveyed, and if you find from the 
evidence that that officer has, through his 
subordinates, designated for the Southern 
Pacific Company in this judicial district 
the regular passenger trains of that road 
for the carrying of the United States 
mails, that company is not, by the law, 


regular passenger trains for the carrying 
of the mails, and their failure to do 80 
is not a violation of any law of the United 
States. 

„Evidence has ben introduced upon the 
part of the government to show that on 
the 27th of June, of this year, the regular 
passenger train of the Southern Pacific 
Company, known as No. 18, was due to 
leave the Arcade Depot in this city at 2 
o’clock p.m. for San Francisco; that the 
mail of the United States was placed upon 
that train, in charge of the postal officers; 
that the train started from the Arcade De- 
pot about fifteen or twenty minutes late 
carrying the United States mail, and 
reached the River Station in this city; 
that it did not and could not proceed ‘fur- 
ther that day or for several days there- 
after, and that the mail could not be sent 
by the regular passenger train of the 
Southern Pacific Company for a number of 
days immediately succeeding the 27th day 
of June. This evidence upon the part of 
the government is not disputed. Now, who 
retarded the mails? Why did not the 
regular and usual passenger trains upon 
which the mails were regularly dispatched 
proceei? Who impeded their progress? 
Was, there a combination of men 
to prevent the running of the train 
mentioned in the indictment, 
as all other passenger ,trains 
Southern Pacific Company, and if so 
were these defendants parties to such 
conspiracy, and did they, in pursu- 
ance of such conspiracy, impede or retard 
the mail? If they impeded or retarded the 
progress of the train upon which the mail 
was being carried, they necessarily im- 
peded and retarded the mail. Every man 
is presumed to in the ordinary conse- 
quence of his wilful .act. You have heard 
the testimony of tlie various witnesses 
upon the part of the government, and have 
seen the various telegrams, letters, and 
other communications. No evidence has 
been given upon the part of the defend- 
ants. The defendants, however, were not 
obliged to testify in their own behalf, and 
no inference against them can be drawn 
because of their failure to do so. The bur- 
den of establishing their guilt beyond a 
reasonable doubt continues upon the prose- 
cution. The facts of the case are for your 
determination, and you are the exclusive 
judges of the credibility of each and every 
— — 
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witness. You are to look at and consider 
the case * feasonablé and sensible men, 
and can, I think, in view of the 88 
have no difficulty in arriving at the truth:

As nothing had been heard from th 
juryroom at 8:45 o’clock Judge Ross ti 
the jury brought into court at that hour 
and interrogated that body. In response to

No agreement having been reached at 
that hour Judge Ross went home, and the 
jury was left to the tender mercies of the 
Marshal.

LOS ANGELES FAST BECOMING A 
TRAMP CENTER. 


Appointment of a Committee to De- 
vise Measures for Relieving the 
Situation—A Plan is 
Outlined. 


> 


With the arrival of the winter months 
hobodom seems to be centering in Los 
Angeles, as in former years, except that 
the number of the uninvited visitors ap- 
pear to be augmented even more than in 
any previous season. The problem is fast 
changing from a mere theory to an actual 
condition. 

Recent articles printed in The Times 
have aided in attracting attention to the 
matter, and it is being carefully considered 
by citizens, who are endeavoring to de- 
vise some means of taking care of those 
who are unable to or will not take care 
of themselves.. 

At a recent meeting of the Associated 
Charities, a committee was appointed to 
consider and take action on the question. 


‘The committee is composed of Messrs. 


William Pridham, W. C. Patterson, H. 
Newmark, J. Mesmer and Chief of Police 
J. M. Glass. 

The committee, it is expected, will have 
a meeting within a day or two, and it is 
hoped that in the near future a feasible 
solution of the plan will be devised. As 
roughly outlined, the scheme, which it 
is not unlikely will be proposed, is for 
the committee to present a suitable me- 
morial to the City Council, calling atten- 
tion to the immediate necessity of making 
provision for the men coming into town 
who are without means, and who are not 
disposed to hunt for work, or who are 
unable to obiain it. 

As further outlined, the plan is to ask 
the Council to make an appropriation, not 
necessarily large, but yet sufficient to build 
a comfortable stockade in Elysian ee 
be

at some place where 
unsightly. This stockade 
made large enough to afford sleeping ac- 
commodatlons for as many men as would 
be likely to be there, and could also be 
equipped with an inexpensive cooking out- 
fit. It is understood not to be the inten- 
tion to ask the Council to take charge of 
the work, but rather to make the necessary 
appropriation, and turn the direct super- 
vision over to the Park Commission, leav- 
ing it for that body to arrange the de- 
tails. About all that would tuen be needed 
would be a reliable foreman who could 
be depended upon to see to it that the men 
employed did honest work while on duty. 
Ey the adoption of the scheme outlined, 
or one similar to it, it is believed that no 
man in town who was physically able to 
care for himself would have any excuse 
for begging on the streets, or, in fact, for 
going hungry because out of money and 
out of work. The minor details could be 
arranged so that any man in town who is 
wtthout means and able to work could go 
to the foreman beforementioned, and, after 
working for a certain prescribed length of 
time, receive a ticket which would en- 
title him to a meal or a lodging, as the 
case might de. 

This would leave the matter in such 
shape that any able-bodied man who is 
found on the streets begging or lodging 
ia ‘barns or other places where he has 
ro business to be would have absolutely 
no excuse for doing so. There would 
therefore be no reason why he should not 
be made to serve time in the chain-gang. 
It is believed that if such a scheme as 
this cap be properly put into effect the
